#$ Hatever was the particular Occa- 
E® ſion of this P/alm, 'tis common- 
= ly taken for a Song of Rejoicing 
me after Victory, upon the Reſettle- 
—_ ment of the Kingdom of Trae! 
in Peace and Quietneſs. The 
Royal Pſalmiſt ſeems not to be better pleas'd 
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with his Succeſs ( which was perhaps his win- 
ning the Fort upon the Rock of Sion), than with 
the Opportunity it gave him to go up to Jeruſa- 
lem to praiſe the Lord of Hoſts, that inſpir'd 
him with) Courage, -and+bleſs/d | im- with Vi- 
Qtory: Fer. 1. 1 was glad when they ſaid unto me, 
Let us go into the houſe of the Lord, Ver. 2. Our 
feet ſhall ſtand within thy gates, O Jeruſalem. Dio» 
dati paraphraſes, We ſhall no more need to run 
here and there to do God's Service, as we did at 
other times, when the Ark removed from place 
to place ; now that it ſtands ſtill in Jeryſalem, 
we ſhallnotgo any whereelſe. Ver. 3. 7eruſa- 
lem is built as a city that is compatt together. David 
having paid his Devotions, celebrates the Holy 
City ; 1/2. for its Compactneſs; i. e. as ſome in- 
rexpret , for 'irs Uniform Beautiful Buildings ; 
others, becauſe of the joinjng of the low Town 
and Caſtle ; for the latter, til] the time of David, 
remain'd in the hands of the Jebuſites, whom the 
Children of , Judah could not. drive out. He pro- 
ſecutes his Praiſe of the City farther, taking no- 
tice that it was the place, Ver. #. Whither the 
tribes go up, the tribes F the Lord, unto the teſtimony 
of Iſrael, to give thanks unto the name of the Lord. 
Ver.' 5. For there are ſet thrones of judgment , the 
thrones 
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thybnes\bf the houſe vf David. The chiefcſt Ho- 
nour-of Jernſalem is plac'd 'in thefe' ewo things; 
ic'was the Place of Worthip, and'the Seatof Ju- 
dicature ; thrice in the year the Inhabirants go 
up thither to praiſe the Lord ; there allo lat the 
Sanhedrim ; the Supreme Court of the Nation ; 
moreover, there was the Palace of the King. 
For thele ſeveral Great and Weighty Reaſons, 
David owns it the Duty of himſelf and Subjects 
to pray for the Peace of Jeruſalem. Pray for 
the peace of * Jeruſalem ; they ſhall proſper that love 
thee; 


The word Jeruſalem is taken Properly for the 
City it ſelf ; or Metonymically, for the lnhabi- 
tants-inpeneral; or Metaphorically ,*for. the 
Celeſtial Cicy, the-Heavenly Jeruſalem. Ja this 
place it manifeſtly ſignifies the Inhabitants of Je- 
ruſalem in you of what Order or Degree, 
what Quality or Denomination loever ; every 
Man of them in particular is requir'd to pray for 
the Profperity of the whole Body of them-in 
general. - The Scripture never uſes the word Je- 
ruſalem but in one of the three ways which I have 
mention'd ; yet, I confeſs, it is applied ſometimes 
to the Church gf England; and by them that ap: 
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ply it ſo, the. Church is reftram'd to fignify none 
but the Clergy ;\ but if other men had equal 
Heat of Fancy , they might with equal realon 
apply it to our Merchants, and the word Mer- 
chants might be reſtraind co the Eaft-India 
Company, ia contradiſtin&ion -to the Inter- 
lopers. 


| Without queſtion the Royal P/almiſt was (en- 
fibly concern'd for the P_—_ of all 1ſrael, 
and not of one Tribe only : *Tis true, David 
was often piouſly buſted in regulating the Seryice 
of the Temple ; but we do not ever find, and 
cannot reaſonably ſuppoſe him to bave been ſo 
partial as to intercede with God only, for the Le» 
vites,, and ſo it weat well with chem, not to care 
how it far'd with all che People beliges. ' A 
Learned Man hath lately told us of a Muſcovite 
Divine, that thought Heaven was made only for 
the Czar and the Boyars, (David: knery bet- 
ter ; nor Heaven nor Earth was ever promi- 
ſed as an Inheritance 40 a particular Order 
of Men , with excluſion co others. In the 
New Teſtament we read, . that God delires 
that all men, all in general , mjght come 
to the knowledge,,.of the Truth, and be (a- 
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ved : And David deſires that all his SubjeQts, 
all in general, may underſtand their Intereſt 
and their Duty ; and by Afſſsciating for the 
Safety and Honour of his Sacred Perſon , of 
their common Religion, Laws, and Liberties, 
become ſettled in a happy Peace, and bleſsd 
with a full Proſperity. - 


Granting that the diſtintion of Clergy and 
Laity is founded 'on the Word of God, yet 
ſurely Clergy and Laity ought not to have 
Diſtint and Separate Intereſts ; but as in One 
God they both believe, ia order to their 
Everlaſting Happineſs ; ſo by the ſame Laws 
they ſhould both be willing to be govern , 
the ſame King they ſhould both own for their 
RIGHTFUL and LAWFUL S$o0- 
vereign;z- that ſo the Peace of their common 
Jeruſalem, of their Native Countrey, may be 
promoted , the Proſperity of every Honeſt 
Man among them raken care of. - Withour 
this Unity of Intereſt, without this Unity of 
Allegiance, no Goverament can be ſettled 
on "i Foundations, no King ſecured from 
2 Combination of Murderous Aſlaſlines.

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They who ſhall interpret praying for ' the 
Peace of Jeruſalem, to be nothing elſe but 
tporrroz. ry Te tus tipo TW 757 iepewy, praying for 
the things which make. only for the advan- 
rage of the Prieſthood , they do. as goad as 
bid the Secular Power take care of ie ſelf, 
they alienate the AﬀeCtions of the deſpis'd 
People from them, they eneryate the force 
of their” own wiſeſt InſtruRtions ; in ſhort, 
they very anti- Apoſtolically ' invert” the honeſt 
Praetice of St. Paul, hinted in that Divine 


Aphoriſm, We ſeek not yours, but you, 


I have ſaid that the Word Jeraſalem in 
the Text is to be taken Metonymically , for 
the Inhabitants of Jeryſalem, and that in gene- 
ral, not for the Levites only, but for the Laick 
Vulgar alſo, even the whole Bulk of the Twelye 
Tribes. | 

The next thing to be determin'd is, what King 
David meant by this Phraſe, Pray for the peace of 

ruſalem. 

I Teacher who throws out hard Words, 
and myſterious Expreſſions to the people, intends 
to amuſe them, or has ſome other Deſign, not 
more honourable : But whoſo uſes Words and 
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Expreſſions common, and plain, gives a fair te- 
ſtimony , that he has no finiſter Ends to ſerve, 
when he delivers his Meſlage. Few men care to 
trouble themſelves with an inquiry after the ſenſe 
of hard Words, and myſterious Expreſſions; but 
Words and Expreſſions common and plain they 
underſtand without an Interpreter ; though 
yet by accident, through the untowardneſs of 
men of perverſe minds, even the plaincſt things 
that can be ſaid, ſhall need an explanation. 


I make noqueſtion, but the Enemies of David; 
who ſought co caſt him down from his Excellen- 
cy, i.e. todethrone him (for no mean Criticks, 
of different Parties, ſuppoſe him, when he penn'd 
the 62d P/alm, to have been a Crown'd Head) 
mighe ſatisfy the letter of this Text, and pray for 
the peace of Jeruſalem ; but, in that, they ſought 
to dethrone him, it appears they did, or not un- 
derſtand the meaning of the words, or not obe 
it. They pray'd for the Peace of Jeruſalem, as 
Sinners do for the Grace of Repentance, who 

ay, but do not labour for the Grace they pray 
=; they pray'd for 'the peace of Jeruſalem, as 
ſome Nominal Proteſtants have done for the 


. Church of England, at the ſame tune they la- 
B 2 bour'd 
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bour'd to bring. back mercileſs Tyranny , and 
fooliſh Superſtition, 


To know the ways of righteouſneſs, according. 
to the Language of Scripture, imports not on- 
ly bare knowing, but aQtual walking in thole 
ways; and to remember the word of the Loyd, de- 
notes more than a ſimple calling it to mind, 
even a conſcientious conformity to it : So the 
Command of praying for the peace of Jeruſalem, 
implies an honeſt endeavour of every man in his 
Station to promote it. And what the 1/raelites 
were commanded to do on behalf of Jeruſalem 
the Capital City of the Land of Promiſe, the 
Law of Nature, or right Reaſon commands 
every particular man to do, for the peace, and 
proſperity of that City, Kingdom, or Common- 
wealth, whoſe Protection, as a Member of the 
lame Body Politick, he enjoys. 


Some of our Order, my Brethren, have been 
juſtly reproached for running too much- out of 
their Province to meddle with Aﬀeairs that con- 
cern'd them nor, principally State- Aﬀairs, inthe 
hte Reigns : And we all know out of what De- 
bpn, and to ſerye whoſe Purpoſe, the Sons of 

Lev; 
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Leyi became the Diſciples of Achitophel. Bur 
Morality being a part of what we are ob- 
ligd to teach, I think none of you will ſay 
that I forget my Duty, if I ſpend ſome time 
to ſhew you the Juſt Obedience due to the 
Legal Powers ſet over us; for as theſe, (o is 
Religion, and we that preach ir, ordain'd for 
the uſe and good of the Publick. 


Our Prayers then for the Peace of the King- 
dom of England, and for -the renowned Metro- 
polis, Londom, our great Jeruſalem, and our: 
Endeavours in our ſeveral Stations to promote: 
that Peace, cannot be ſincere and honeſt, unleſs 


we.do theſe. Three things. 


1, Own the Legality of the Government un= 
- der. the Adminiſtration of King William, our 
Rightful and Lawful King. 

2. Forbear traducing it, or patiently hearing 


it traduc'd, 
. Aſſociate for its defence agaialt all. the 


Enemies thereof whatſoever. 


1. Own the Legality of the Government 
under the Adminiſtration of King William, our 


Rightful and Lawful King, By 


—_——..——— —..— 
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By nacure all men are free, equal, and inde- 
pendent ;- no. man can be mov'd from this 
State, and made a Member of a Community , 
or Government, but by his own conſent ; and 
when, for the better ſecuring to himſelf his 
Temporal Intereſts, he has givin his con- 
fent, and becomes a Member' of a Com- 
munity , - or Government, he muſt be con- 
rented to regulate himſelt according to the 
Laws, and Meaſures, which ſhall be pre- 


ſcrib'd by the majority of the Government , 
or any number of men choſen by the Majo- 
rity for that end. | 


No man in Civil Society ought to be ex- 
empted from the Laws of ic; for ſuch an 
exemption brings him back to the ſtate of 
Nature, and in ſuch a tate every injur'd pri- 
vate man has a right to be reveng'd of him. 
To apply this; When the late King James , 
after that he had tyrannically labour'd to al- 
ter the whole Frame of the Old Engliſh Go- 
vernment, and utterly to root ont the Chriſtian 
Religion, as it is profeſs'd and exerciſed by All 
that beat the name of Proteſtants, did abdicate 
and renounce the Goyernment of England , 


Scotland, 
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Scotland, and Ireland, with their Dependences, 
that would neyer baſely yield themſelves Po-- 
piſh Slaves to his Arbitrary Luſt ; the Majo- 
rity of the People choſe their Valiant Deli- 
verer to be their: King, to go in and out 
before them , to fight their Battels, and ſee 
their old Laws put in execution, Now there 
is not an Engliſhman, but, according to the 
Law of Nature and Reaſon, ought to be con- 
cluded by this Choice: For, as a Modern Ayu- 
thor convincingly argues, If the conſent of 
the Majority ſhall not in reafon be receiv'd as 
the a&t of the whole, then nothing but the 
conſent of every Individual can make any thing 
to be the act of the whole; and then, ſay I, 
it is impoſſible there ſhould be any ſuch ching 


as Society. . 


I hope no man will be ſo fooliſh as t6- 
ſay, That the Majotity of the People choſe 
King William to be their King in Fa&, bur 
not of Right ; for they had not choſe him 
to be their King, if they had not been fatig- 
fied that the Tyrant his Predeceſlor had For- — 
feited and Renounc'd all the lictle Right that 
he could pretend to. Bur ſuppoſing (lerme 


be pardon'd for {o extravagant a Suppolal ) 
that 
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that the Choice' of the Opprefſsd and Aban- 
.don'd People of England gave to King William 
.only Poſſeſſion of the Government, and no 
Right, (ſince it came to paſs, I know not 
how, he was not ſolemnly and exprelly de- 
.clar'd Righrful and Lawful till tother day , 
-when it appear'd clear as the Sun, that the 
.de Eafto DoRrine mils'd but narrowly of ta» 
king away not only both his Crown and Life, 
bur allo our Religion, Laws, and Properties ), 
ſupppoſing- as aboveſaid , yet the preſent Par- 
liament, by whom the Nation is to be con- 
cluded , have ( God be' thanked ) at laſt re- 
cogniz'd King William as our Rightful and 
Lawful King : He therefore that retuſes to do 
the ſame, being now by Law expreſly call'd 
to it,- declares himſelf an utter Enemy to the 
Government, and npt only juftly may , but 
neceſſarily ought to be treated as ſuch, for 
the Safety and Preſervation of the Govern- 
ment, When Mercy to Reſtleſs Conſpiring 
Traytors, ſo plainly as in our Caſe, appears 
'to be Cruelty to the Government, the Magi- 
rates that ſhow it, cut not only their own 
Throats , but the Throats of all Loyal Sub- 
jects, who depend on their Vigilance, Forti- 
tude, and Wiſdom, 


Thele 
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Theſe  ſeyen_ Years that we have been diſput- 
ing\the Right of King William, and the hone- 
rs of our Eſtabliſhment, what have we 
been doing but cxpoſing his, and our own 
'Lives, Rcligion, Laws and Libercics,- to. the 
bold Inſults of bigotted, Unreaſonable, Li- 
.centious, © Superſtitious, Needy, -Atheiſtical 
Men? Ido not-think that all theſe  Epithets 
belong to the Character of evcry Frenchifi'd Ja- 
cobite, but if every one of them does himſelf 
Juſtice, they will-not leave me aword of Re- 
proach upon my Hands. 

2. Our Duty of praying for the Peace, and 
endeavouring to promote the Proſperity of 
our Nation, obliges us to forbcar traducing 
it, or unconcernedly hearing 1t Traduc'd, 

A diſcontented Reflection upon the Govern- 
ment, naturally tends to weaken the Hands of 
x, and cannot well be underſtood to. be meant 
otherwiſe; Aud tince: every particular 1s mclu- 
ded in the acts of the Majorrny,ſfuch Refle&tion 
Is not more injurious to the Government, than 
to the reputation of the Man, who makes bold 
with -1t. © If a man cannot bring his nund- to 
-approvethcTitle of the Prince, inPoſicfſon,why 
is he ſo diſingcnuous asto be bcholding —_—

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for his Proce@tion? Ler hum pack up His;awls 
and be gone' to fome.more Bleſled Ian, 
wherehe'may Sacrifice all thar he hasto theDi- 
vine Right of anArbitrary Lordand if he man-

I perceive that if Abſalom had lived, and all we 
[had died this day; it had pleaſed thee well: Up- 
-on'this honeſt-Remonſtrance, the goed King 
"was ſatisfied, and the Kingdom fate. Shall-I 
hear mention the Heroxk- vertue of Lucius 
Fanius Brutus, who when his own Sons were 
found engaged in the Conſpiracy for bringing 
back the Proud Tirant 'Zarquin,” melt drag- 
gcd them to condign puniſhment, Indeed the 
Romans in the Infancy of their State, were 1m- 
-partially zealous for the- publick Good, they 
Sacrificcd not only their 'private Intercits, but 
their natural Aﬀection to it. But you had ra- | 
ther hear mc-dcat 1n ſacred Story. I will ſpeak 
of David''agam, Pſelm 62. 3. he expoitularcs 
' with/his Encrmes in/theſe words, How long will 
\ your fmragine miſchief againſt aman? 1 ſuppole

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ſome honeſt Secretary ſtood at'his Elbow; and 
.anſwer'd for them, As long, as. they. are unpu- 
ziſb'd; for-his very next words are, Tou ſhall 
be ſlain all of you, as a bowing Wall ſhall you be, 
. and a tottering Fence. | 
3. Our duty of praying for. the Peace, and 
-endeayouring. to. promote! the Proſperity. of 
our Nation, obliges us. to Aſſociate for its dc- 
* fence againſt all the Enemies thereof whatſe- 
ever. | 
; The great end why Men at firſt unite and 
aſſecjate intoBodies Politick,is,that they may be 
able ro maintain their juſt Rites ; and if Wick- 
ed Mcn among them by baſe Arts and Trea- 
cheries labour to betray the Community,they 
find it neceſlary to tye themfelycs 1n ſtricter 
\ Bands, for the diſcovery of their treacherous 
Encmies, and ſerting a diſtinguiſhing Mark 
upon them, that ſo, if they be longer cndur'd 
in the Community, they may be preycnted 
from doing it Miſchief. 

Indeed, our firſt choice of the Prince of 
Orange to be our King, was in Law and Rea- 
ſon, the Act of the whole Nation; and our 
Oath of bearing Faith and true Allegiance to 
him, ( if it be not ſhamefully miſinterpreted ) 


obliges 
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obliges us not only to live quietly under, 
bur alſo actually to ſupport the Government. 
*Bur {o it has happen'd, ſome among us, who 
as-yet are contented to be called. Proteſtants ; 
. nay, challenge the. name.of Church of England 
Men, have learn'd ſome Sophiſtical skill trom 
: the Schools: of the Feſuits, whereby they: mi- 
ſcrably - xmpoſeupon' themſelves and others; 
they prate and publiſh, that ſuch Oath obliges 
« them only to live quictly under King William, 
(tho' that-is more than they will. do ; for un- 
, der. pretence of Charitable Collections for the 
relief of Non-Jurers Wiyes and Children, to 
raiſe: vaſt Sums to promote a French Invaſion, 
1s not. living quietly) and by no means wall 
they admit that the Oath requires them to 
oppoſe the reduction: of the Late King, whoſe 
Soul thirſts to -be reveng'd of our taking the 
advantage of his Forfeiture. Well then { Hac 
on ſucceſſit ali4 aggrediundum eſt via. This 
Oath will not hold them, we muſt try what an 
Aſſeciation will do ; for ſhall chey' Aſſociate ro 
deſtroy us, and ſhall not we do as much. to 
preſerve qur ſelves.

that whoſo refuſe the Oaths, ſhall be deem'd 
as a Papiſtconvict; and he that ſpeaks or writcs 
againſt it as Illegal, ſhall bedeemed a promoter 
of: the deſigns of King James, and a betrayer of 
our Religion, Laws, and Liberties; and yet for all 
this, ſo tincturcd with their old leayen, are
